cent of the current levy, and 61 per 
cent of the arrears were paid. This 
compares With o« per cent of cur 
rent tax collections in 1949, and 6S 
per cent of arrears, 


Dealing With public works the 
teeve stated that during the past 
year SS miles of new gravel had 


been laid, 76 miles of re-gravelling 
had been done, 105 miles of ele- 
vated roads had been built, 19 
miles of re-grading had been done 
and 10 miles of new road had been 
opened up in the Municipality. 

Mr. Fox said grants from the De- 
partment of Public Works amounted 
to $66,855 in 1950, an inerease of 
$8,559 over 1919, Four new bridges 
were constructed in the Municipal- 
itv last year. 

Dealing with education the Reeve 
stated the amount paid tor schools 
in 1950 Was $267,760.28, an increase 
of S4,008.57 over 1949, 

Mr. J. J. Miller of Calgary, asses-

Miller stated that he had made an 
inspection of every parcel of 
in the Municipality during the past 


year and based his values on the 
classification of soil, The speaker

assessment to compare the values 
placed on the land with their neigh-

EXPECT $20,000,000 FOR 
ALBERTA ROADS THIS YEAR 


Hard surfacing of 200 miles of Al- 
berta highways is expected to be 
provided for in estimates of the pro- 
vincial public works department to 
be submitted at the session of the 
legislature which opens February 
22, 

While the government's detailed 
road program will not be revealed 
until the estimates are considered, 
it is believed the whole program 
will involve an expenditure of close 
to $20,000,000, covering roads, ferries 
and bridges. 

If hard surfacing of 200 miles of 
main roads is undertaken, this 
would be a continuation of the 
policy announced last year by Hon. 
D. Bruce MacMillan, minister of 
public works,

EFFECT OF DATE OF SEEDING 
ON WHEAT YIELDS 


Frost in the fall of 1950 focussed 
much attention on the date of mat- 
urity of crops. Two factors having 
the greatest influence on maturity 
are the number of days a variety 
takes to mature and the date of 
seeding. For the past six years the 
Experimental Farm at Indian Head, 
Saskatchewan, has sown wheat on 
four dates, the first date as early 
as field work can be done in the 
spring, and the others at ten day 
intervals, The fourth date is there- 
fore 30 days later than the first. In 
this six-year period very late, nor- 
mal and early springs have been 
experiences, but in almost every 
case wheat sown on the first date 
slightly outyielded the others, The 
difference between the yield of 
wheat sown on the first three dates 
was not large, but there has been 
a small progressive decline with a 
marked drop occuring at the fourth 
date, This points to the fact that 
early seeding not only produces 
higher yields over a period of years 
but lessens the danger of damage 
by early frost, says E.V. McCurdy 
of the Indian Head Station. 

Weeds have not been a problem 
in this project, but if a delay were 
necessary toallow wild oat growth, 
the tests indicate little decrease in 
yield would result from a delay in 
seeding up to 20 days after the first 
field work could be done in the 
spring; but if the delay were longer 
a much lower yield could be expect- 
ed, The average decrease between 
the first date and the fourth date 
in this project has amounted to six 
bushels per acre. Work on the Re- 
gina Substation, for a longer period 
of years, indicates exactly the same 
trend, 


DAMP GRAIN PROBLEM 


The Wheat Board has ordered that 
only damp grain be shipped to the 
terminals at Fort William and Port 


Arthur, The reason therefor is that 
much of the grain may go out of 
condition if it isn’t dried before 
springtime. It is reported that Lake- 
head elevators have a drying cap- 
acity of 200,000 bushels a day on 
the basis of 75 per cent damp grain 
and 25 per cent tough grain. The 
drying facilities there are being op- 
erated 24 hours a day. More than 
3,500 cars of grain are standing on 
the tracks at the Lakehead waiting 
to be unloaded.

Damages totalling $5,325 were 
awarded in claims and counter: 
claim to six litigents involved in a 
three-vehicle highway collision, in 
a judgement given by Mr. Justice 
W.G. Egbert, on February 8, at the 
conclusion of the trial in supreme 
court. 

According to the evidence 
Valeda G. Klein, Didsbury, was 
slowly driving her father's car 
south through the fog on No, 2 
highway about 2', miles south of 
Olds about 8:30 a.m. December 7, 
1949. A truck driven by A. Jennings, 
of Wanham, and owned by his fath- 
er, pulled out to pass the Klein car 
and collided with a northbound 
truck driven by R.E. White and 
owned by White Cartage, Calgary. 
Alan Thomas, a turkey buyer for 
Swift Canadian Co. Ltd., was a pass- 
enger in the White truck which was 
carrying crates and turkeys, the 
property of Swift's. 

Mr. Justice Egbert ruled that Jen- 
nings was 75 per cent to blame for 
the mishap and White 25 per cent 
to blame and dismissed the action 
against the Kleins. 

The damages were awarded as 
follows: R.E. White, $3,263; White 
Cartage, $1,318, Alan Thomas, $140 
and Swift Canadian, $60, being 75 
per cent of their respective claims 
against Jennings, father and son.

been supplied free of charge to hos- 
pitals in the province with the hos- 
|pitals agreeing to make no charge 
for administering transfusions.

PRIDE AND PROFIT 


Farmers are a_ proud people. 
‘Theirs is the soil, from which all 
food, the best clothing and most 
Shelter comes. In their hands lies 
the future of the nation. Our pros- 
perity depends on our production of 
food, clothing, and shelter fit for 
ourselves and others to use.

Dockage in grain is like a hidden 
tax in the budget. The farmer 
knows his grain is saturated with 
impurities, but the market does not 
refuse his product for that reason. 
It simply deducts the impurities 
from the pay cheque, charges 
enough to cover their removal and 
their transportation, and pays the 
producer for what good product he 
has left. 

To exchange your present live- 
stock breeding herd for a better one 
would be a pretty expensive propo. 
sition, Cattle improvement is a long 
and tedious business, requiring 
many generations of livestock, and 
most of one man's life. 

To exchange your present grain 
parent stock for a better set is a 
simple matter. Grain varieties are 
well established to a rigid standara, 
and you know that a sack of regi- 
stered seed will provide you with a 
high quality product which the 
market is anxious to recognize and 
accept, Yet this simple and inex- 
pensive change to better seed is 
something which is often avoided 
or delayed, Perhaps if weedy grain 
were rejected at the elevator, and a 
real visible tax placed upon it, 
farmers would be more anxious to 
maintain a higher seed standard. 

It is noticeable that the breeder 
of high grade livestock rarely is a 
producer of poor seed. In this case 
we find the proudest people of all. 
Those who seek to improve what 
they produce each generation are 
happy people. Whether you are a 
breeder of pure bred stock or not, 
you can be a produeer of high qual- 
ity grain, It is so easy to use a good 
quality seed and it is so inexpen- 
sive, In fact it pays. Be proud of the 
grain reputation Alberta has earn- 
ed. Be proud to maintain it.
